We  do  not  give 
them  any  information  about  our  dealers,  but  they  can  compile  a  list  by  picking  up  convention 
programs.  They  promise  things  they  cannot  deliver,  and  some  have  contracts  that  legally 
allow  them  to  charge  your  credit  card  double.  Do  not  do  business  with  them  under  any  cir¬ 
cumstances.  Use  only  FUN’s  official  housing  bureau,  which  happens  to  be  in  Baltimore,  to 
book  your  rooms.  Details  are  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  FUN  Topics,  including  a  toll-free  num¬ 
ber  you  can  call  to  book  your  hotel  reservations.  You  can  also  book  directly  from  our  website 
at  www.funtopics.com. 

Enjoy  what’s  left  of  your  summer,  and  I’ll  return  in  the  winter  issue  with  more  details  about 
FUN  2016  in  Tampa.

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INSIDE  THE  GRADING  ROOM

The  coin  grading  firm  where  I  am  employed,  I.C.G.  of  Tampa,  just  completed  a  string  of  five  coin  shows 
in  five  consecutive  weekends!  Two  of  those  five  shows,  the  Summer  FUN  Show  and  the  Whitman- 
Baltimore  Show,  were  surprisingly  busy  and  very  active.  Much  of  the  information  contained  in  this  ar¬ 
ticle  is  derived  from  these  recent  coin  conventions. 

Our  first  customer  sent  us  what  he  believed  was  an  "ultra  rare  Seated  dollar."  The  date  on  this  dollar 
was,  are  you  ready,  1 847-CC!!  That  is  NOT  a  misprint!  I  placed  a  telephone  call  to  this  customer.  He 
was  astounded  to  hear  that  the  Carson  City  mint  was  not  even  in  existence  in  1847!  When  I  told  him 
the  first  CC  silver  dollars  were  made  in  1870,  he  responded  "Does  that  mean  my  coin  is  not  genuine?" 

I  strongly  urged  this  novice  to  buy  a  copy  of  the  GUIDE  BOOK  OF  UNITED  STATES  COINS  (the  "Red 
Book")  and  to  read  the  pages  dealing  with  Seated  dollars.  Then  I  urged  him  to  join  a  local  coin  club 
where  he  can  get  introduced  to  the  basics  of  coin  collecting.  LESSON  TO  BE  LEARNED:  There  are 
many  good  reasons  to  buy  the  book  before  you  buy  the  coin.  The  case  of  the  1 847-CC  dollar  illustrates 
one  of  those  good  reasons. 

Similarly,  another  new  collector  sent  in  an  1872  pattern  silver  dollar  to  be  authenticated  and  graded. 
He  said  he  paid  a  handsome  price  for  this  item.  Unfortunately,  this  coin  was  a  crude,  underweight, 
Chinese  style  counterfeit  with  weak,  mushy,  lettering.  And  the  design  of  this  bogus  item  was  never 
used  on  any  pattern  struck  at  the  U.  S.  mint.  LESSON  TO  BE  LEARNED:  There  are  a  few  books  de¬ 
voted  to  the  study  of  U.  S.  patterns.  Buy  and  read  at  least  one  of  them  BEFORE  purchasing  any  pat¬ 
tern  coin.  Also,  beginning  collectors  DO  have  the  option  of  buying  a  pattern  (or  a  CC  Seated  dollar) 
already  certified  by  one  of  the  four  major  certification  services.  It  really  is  better  to  be  safe  than  sorry, 
especially  when  buying  a  high  priced  item. 

Finally,  a  collector  brought  two  silver  dollars  up  to  the  I.C.G.  table  at  the  recent  Baltimore  show  for  a 
free  verbal  opinion.  Each  coin  was  dated  1895.  "I've  got  one  coin  that's  worth  a  lot  and  another  one 
that  I  think  is  worth  much  less,"  he  said.  "Show  me  the  valuable  one  first,"  I  told  him.  This  first  coin 
was  a  nice  frosty  piece  that  graded  approximately  AU-55.  "Is  that  '95  PROOF  worth  a  lot  of  money?" 
he  asked.  "Actually,  it's  an  1895-0  dollar  with  a  removed  "O"  mint  mark,"  I  responded.  I  explained  to 
him  that  Proof  Morgans  have  mirrored  surfaces  while  business  strikes  usually  have  frosty  surfaces.  I 
was  also  able  to  diagnose  the  exact  VAM  number  of  this  particular  item,  proving  its  New  Orleans  mint 
provenance. 

The  news  was  better  on  his  second  coin.  Much  better.  This  particular  1895-0  dollar  STILL  had  its 
mint  mark.  It  also  had  an  above  average  strike  and  wholly  original  creamy  white  luster.  When  I  in¬ 
formed  him  "This  coin,  which  grades  approximately  MS-64,  is  worth  maybe  $50,000-$60,000  or  more" 
he  nearly  fell  over!  "Thanks  for  setting  me  straight,"  he  said. LESSON  TO  BE  LEARNED:  This  cus¬ 
tomer  would  have  been  much  better  prepared  had  he  purchased  a  copy  of  Wayne  Miller's  MORGAN 
AND  PEACE  DOLLAR  TEXTBOOK.  He  likely  would  NOT  have  confused  an  1895  PROOF  dollar  for 
an  1895-0!

Young  Numismatists  Program 
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Eight  Reales  and  Silver  Dollars

In  the  past  few  years,  there  have  been  some  great  auctions,  both  through  FUN  and  elsewhere,  which 
included  truly  amazing  silver  dollars.  Whether  they  are  Morgan  dollars  in  the  highest  of  mint  state 
grades,  or  any  of  the  early  silver  dollars  -  including  the  ultra-rare  1804’s  -  there  is  no  doubt  that  high 
end  silver  dollars  make  us  all  dream  of  the  best.  But  the  reality  of  most  collectors’  wallets  is  that  these 
coins  are  out  of  reach.  That  in  turn  makes  a  person  wonder  just  what  sort  of  silver  dollar  collection 
can  a  person  assemble,  if  they  want  to  try  for  the  big  silver  that  might  have  been  used  in  a  young 
United  States?  Well,  to  answer  that,  let’s  consider  the  following: 

8  Reales  of  the  Spanish  kings 

It  has  been  mentioned  many  times  that  the  coins  of  the  Spanish  colonies  generally  fueled  daily  com¬ 
merce  in  both  the  thirteen  colonies,  as  well  as  in  the  expanding,  new  nation  before  a  United  States 
Mint  was  up  and  running.  It’s  fair  then  to  think  that  Spanish  silver,  perhaps  as  far  back  as  1 750,  qual¬ 
ified  as  the  silver  dollars  of  a  young  US.  In  a  bit  more  detail,  that  means  8  Reales  of  Philip  V,  who 
reigned  up  to  1746,  as  well  as  of  Ferdinand  VI,  who  reigned  up  to  1759,  might  both  qualify  as  coins 
used  extensively  in  the  US.  Both  of  these  8  Reales  pieces  are  what  are  known  as  pillar  dollars,  since 
they  do  not  carry  an  image  of  the  monarch.  Straddling  independence,  8  Reales  pieces  of  Charles  III, 
who  reigned  up  to  1788,  might  also  qualify  as  early  US  dollars.  Finishing  up  a  series  of  8  Reales 
might  be  those  of  Charles  IV,  who  reigned  up  to  1808,  as  well  as  Ferdinand  VII.  Coins  of  these  last 
three  monarchs  are  often  called  portrait  dollars,  because  the  king’s  portrait  dominates  the  obverse. 

Mexican  coinage 

Collectors  in  the  US  are  pretty  good  with  many  of  the  dates  surrounding  the  founding  of  our  country. 
We  all  know  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  signed  on  July  4th,  1776,  and  most  know  that  the 
Battle  of  Yorktown  ended  in  1781,  that  the  war  officially  ended  in  1783  with  the  signing  of  the  peace 
treaty,  and  that  the  first  United  States  Mint  was  authorized  in  1792.  But  we’re  considerably  shakier 
when  it  comes  to  dates  for  the  independence  of  Mexico. 

Mexico  fought  it  out  with  Spain  from  1 81 0  to  1821,  which  is  a  long  time  to  struggle  for  independence, 
and  a  lot  of  years  for  blood  to  be  shed.  Perhaps  a  minor  consequence  of  all  this  was  that  in  the  early 
1 820’s,  the  big  8  Reales  changed  to  what  is  now  called  the  Cap  and  Rays  design.  The  obverse  sports 
a  liberty  cap  in  front  of  what  appears  to  be  the  shining  rays  of  the  sun,  while  the  reverse  displays  the 
Mexican  eagle  and  snake  symbol  still  used  today.  It  was  only  in  1857  that  the  United  States  Congress 
finally  put  into  law  the  idea  that  Mexican  coinage  should  no  longer  circulate  in  the  growing  nation.  The 
simple  fact  that  a  law  needed  to  be  made  to  ensure  our  folks  started  using  our  coins  exclusively,  and 
stop  using  Mexican  coinage  for  daily  commerce,  is  a  strong  indicator  that  the  early  Mexican  8  Reales 
also  qualify  as  a  type  of  US  silver  dollar  -  perhaps  the  relationship  then  could  be  called  “in  loco  par¬ 
entis,”  as  far  as  these  coins  were  concerned. 

Yes,  a  pre-1804  silver  dollar 

Anyone  building  a  collection  of  early  US  silver  dollars  will  probably  not  be  satisfied  solely  with  Spanish 
and  Mexican  substitutes  for  what  we  consider  “the  real  thing.”  And  yes,  there  are  definitely  some  early 
US  silver  dollars  out  there,  meaning  those  made  before  1804.  The  problem  with  collecting  them  is 
the  same  now  as  it  has  been  for  decades:  they’re  expensive!  A  person  might  be  able  to  assemble 
something  like  a  full  date  run  of  the  8  Reales  of  one  or  more  of  the  Spanish  kings  we  just  mentioned 
for  the  price  of  one  early  US  silver  dollar.

For  a  moment  though,  let’s  say  we  have  the  resources  to  go  hunting  for  a  single  early  US  silver  dollar. 
The  only  years  we  could  claim  are  not  rare  would  be  the  1798,  the  1799,  and  the  1800,  as  these  are 
the  only  years  where  mintages  went  into  six  figures.  The  1799  is  the  most  common  of  this  trio,  with  a 
total  of  423,515  as  the  official  number.  But  even  this  is  misleading,  as  many  early  US  silver  dollars 
were  exported  and  melted  down  for  the  silver  in  them. 

Without  looking  at  a  price  listing,  we  know  that  something  like  a  mint  state  version  of  the  1799  will 
cost  a  fortune,  so  let’s  consider  something  a  bit  lower  on  the  totem  pole,  as  it  were.  How  about  any 
variety  of  1 799  (and  there  were  plenty  of  varieties  in  these  early  dollars),  but  in  fine,  or  F-1 2  condition? 
This  could  still  have  a  wealth  of  detail.  Well,  as  this  is  being  written,  that  would  cost  us  $1 ,750.  That’s 
not  a  king’s  ransom,  but  it’s  hardly  cheap  either.  If  we  do  want  to  go  down  this  road,  it’s  probably 
going  to  mean  saving  up  for  the  purchase. 

The  Seated  Liberty  silver  dollars 

One  final  silver  dollar  we  could  add  to  our  growing  suite  of  these  big,  silver  discs  is  any  Seated  Liberty 
dollar  from  before  1857,  the  year  when  all  the  silver  from  south  of  the  border  was  officially  taken  out 
of  the  channels  of  commerce.  There’s  some  good  news  here,  in  that  a  few  of  the  dates  are  available 
for  about  $350  -  $400  in  that  just  mentioned  F-1 2  grade,  despite  several  small  annual  mintages.  Again, 
they  are  not  cheap.  But  this  price  is  far  easier  a  pill  to  swallow  than  what  we  just  quoted. 

Early  US  silver  dollars  are  fascinating  coins,  if  expensive  ones.  But  we’ve  seen  that  there  are  some 
possibilities  here,  and  that  those  possibilities  get  bigger  if  we  choose  to  widen  our  gaze.

No  matter 
how  long  the  line,  the  visitors  were 
quickly  processed  and  were  able  to  get 
in  the  convention  in  a  very  timely  man¬ 
ner.  Visitors  received  a  cloth  bag  and 
tokens.  New  Photo  IDs  were  issued  to 
the  dealers  and  it  took  a  little  while 
longer  to  process  them.  We  really  like 
the  new  IDs  which  have  the  photos  on 
both  sides  of  the  credential.  We  will 
mention  that  FUN  makes  special 
slabbed  eagles  that  are  giving  to  the 
exhibitors  and  others  who  contribute  to 
the  show.  They  are  made  in  very  lim¬ 
ited  number  and  are  a  very  nice  numis¬ 
matic  item  for  exhibiting  at  the  show. 
Coin  World  sent  some  publications 
which  were  available  at  tables  near  the 
exhibit  area. 

Attendance  for  the  convention  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  in  the  low  thousands,  with 
-riday  the  busiest.  Attendance  was 
helped  by  FUN  paying  the  costs  to  coin 
clubs,  for  them  to  arrange  bus  service 
for  their  members  to  attend  the  conven¬ 
tion.  Attendance  is  also  helped  by  FUN 
advertising  their  two  shows  via  news¬ 
papers  and  television.  FUN  also  at¬ 
tends  several  major  coin  shows  every 
year  to  promote  their  organization  and 
convention(s).  This  is  well  spent 
money  which  helps  to  keep  FUN  one  of 
the  major  coin  clubs  in  the  country.

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Ohio  Legislature  Considering  Sales-Tax  Exemption

The  Ohio  Precious  Metals  Association  (OPMA)  has  been  engaged  in  efforts  to  obtain  a  sales-tax 
exemption  for  rare  coins,  paper  money,  and  precious  metals  since  its  founding  in  2013. 

Representative  Ron  Maag  introduced  2013  HB  26:  Sales  &  Use  Tax-Exempt  Investment  Metal  Bullion  & 
Coins  on  February  5,  2013.  The  bill  was  referred  to  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee.  Ultimately, 
the  Conlerence  Committee  added  the  bill  to  the  biennial  budget  bill,  which  passed  the  House  and  the 
Senate. 

Governor  John  Kasich  exercised  his  line-item  veto  power  on  June  30,  2013,  removing  the  provision 
exempting  investment  metal  coins  and  bullion  from  Ohio  sales  tax.  “There  is  no  reason  to  provide 
preferential  treatment  to  one  class  of  items  and  not  others  that  could  possibly  increase  in  value,  such  as 
art,  sports  cards,  or  antiques.  Therefore,  this  veto  is  in  the  public  interest,”  stated  the  governor’s  veto 
message. 

On  February  3,  2015,  FIB  26:  Sales  &:  Use  Tax-Exempt  Investment  Metal  Bullion  &  Coins  was  introduced 
again  by  Representative  Ron  Maag  and  Representative  Christina  Hagan.  The  bill’s  co-sponsors  include 
Rep.  Wes  Retherford,  Rep.  Michael  Henne,  Rep.  Andv  Thompson,  Rep.  John  Becker,  Rep.  Bill  Hayes, 
Rep.  Kristina  Roegner,  Rep.  Sarah  LaTourette,  Rep.  Jonathan  Dever,  and  Rep.  Steven  W.  Kraus. 

The  bill  was  assigned  to  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  on  February  10,  2015. 

It  received  a  public  hearing  from  the  Committee  on  April  14,  2015.  Ohio  coin-business  owners  David 
Miholer  (Executive  Coin  Company)  and  Brad  Karoleff  (Coins  +),  lobbyist  and  OPMA  Executive  Director 
Jeff  Longstreth,  ICTA  Treasurer  Patrick  Heller,  and  ICTA  Executive  Director  Kathy  McFadden  testified 
at  this  hearing.  Their  statements  in  favor  of  HB  26  were  well  received  by  the  Committee  membership. 

On  May  20,  2015,  the  Committee  gave  the  bill  a  favorable  report  and  the  House  voted  and  passed  it  (84- 
14)  on  June  17,  2015. 

'Fhc  bill  was  assigned  to  the  Senate  Ways  and  Means  Committee  on  June  24,  2015.  We  are  confident  the 
Committee  will  give  the  bill  a  favorable  report  and  optimistic  that  the  Senate  will  vote  to  pass  it.  Stay  tuned!

“Dear  sir,  we  thought  you  bid  so  much  because  you  were  a  government  employee”. 

324.  In  January  we  had  a  lot  of  rain  and  it  was  cold.  A  lady  calls  the  day  before  the  FUN  show  and  asks,  “Are 
they  calling  off  the  FUN  show  because  of  the  weather?”  It  was  60-70  degrees  and  sunny  in  Orlando. 

325.  A  local  car  dealer  is  giving  away  1  oz  gold  plated  bars  just  for  coming  in  to  the  dealership.  I  get  a  phone 
call,  “What  are  you  paying  for  1  oz  gold  bars?”.

I  asked,  “Do  you  really  believe  a  car  dealer  would 
give  you  a  gold  bar  out  of  the  goodness  of  his  heart?”.  He  just  stares  at  me. 

326.  We  ran  an  ad  to  buy  coins  in  the  local  newspaper.  A  gentleman  calls  and  asks,  “Your  ad  says  prices  good 
thru  9/27,  what  happens  after  that?”  I  simply  said,  “All  prices  are  off,  depending  on  the  market”. 

327.  We  offered  a  goldplated  medal  on  eBay  starting  at  $1.99.  We  received  no  bids.  We  put  it  up  again,  and 
got  $46. 

328.  A  customer  from  eBay  writes,  “I  received  my  large  cent  but  it  was  smaller  than  I  expected”!!! 

329.  A  customer  comes  in  to  sell  some  coins.  She  says,  “I  used  to  know  a  lot  about  coins  because  I  worked  at 
a  Convenient  Store”. 

330.  A  customer  calls  from  Miami  (60  miles  south).  “Do  you  appraise  coins?”.  “Yes,  what  do  you  have?”  “I  have 
a  1776  dollar.”  “Does  it  also  nave  1976  on  it?”  “Yes”.  “It  was  struck  in  1976”.  “Think  about  it,  why  would  they 
make  a  coin  in  1776  and  put  a  date  on  it  200  years  later,  1976?”  “  It  is  1976  and  worth  $1”. 

331 .  An  eBay  customer  buys  a  proof  1964  half  dollar  and  he  wants  to  return  it  because  he  thought  it  was  gold- 
plated.  Nowhere  did  we  say  goldplated. 

332.  A  eBay  customer  buys  a  Maria  Theresa  1780  restrike  for  $30.  He  then  wants  to  return  it  because  it  is  not 
1780.  Then  he  says  we  sell  counterfeits. 

333.  A  guy  calls  an  says  that  he  sold  us  90  “Crazy  Horse”  silver  rounds  4  years  ago.  He  now  wants  to  buy  one 
back  and  for  us  to  ship  it  to  him.  We  sold  them  the  week  he  sold  them  to  us. 

334.  An  eBayer,  “I’ll  buy  your  coin  for  $2  (less  than  half  of  what  we  want)  and  I’ll  pay  instantly”. 

335.  A  customer  comes  in  with  2  no  date  Buffalo  nickels  and  says  he  was  offered  $12  each,  what  will  we  pay? 
I  said,  “12  cents  and  I  don’t  want  them,  they  don’t  have  dates”.  He  says,  “They  have  dates?” 

336.  A  customer  asks,  “How  much  is  that  1  oz.  gold  eagle?”  Mark  said,  “1 238”.  The  customer  pulled  out  a  $20 
bill  and  said,  “OK”.  He  did  not  have  a  clue  it  was  $1238. 

337.  A  lady  calls  and  asks,  “What  are  the  rare  date  dollars?”  I  said,  “Any  CC  dollar,  1893-1895,  what  do  you 
have?”.  “1971  Ike  dollars”,  “Spend  them”. 

338.  A  guy  come  to  the  shop  in  a  cab.  He  shows  me  a  ring  and  says  that  he  had  it  appraised  at  $6,000.  but  he 
forgot  the  appraisal,  what  would  we  pay?  I  weighed  it  and  said,  “If  it  is  1 4K,  I  will  pay  $1 65.  He  says  immediately,

“He  will  pay  $3000”.  I  figured  out  what  we  wanted  and  he  was  $500  under  what  we  could  ship  it  for  dealer  to 
dealer.  He  walked. 


340.  A  lady  calls  and  she  thinks  she  has  a  1944  steel  cent.  I  asked  her  if  it  was  brown  or  gray  and  she  could 
not  tell  me  so  she  emails  a  picture  of  it.  It  was  a  1944  copper  cent  dipped  in  cleaner.  It  obviously  was  not  steel 
gray. 

341 .  Here  is  a  Why  would  you  do  that?  A  customer  brings  in  a  1 0  gram  silver  bar  he  bought  on  line  from  China 
for  $27. (Why  would  you  do  that?)  He  paid  $81  an  ounce  for  silver  with  silver  at  $17  an  ounce.  And  of  course 
they  always  ask  you  after  they  have  bought  it,  “How  did  I  do?”. 

342.  A  customer  standing  in  front  of  the  store  call  us  on  her  cell  phone  at  1 1  AM  and  asks  if  we  are  open.  I  said, 
“Yes,  9-5.  She  then  asks,  “How  do  I  get  in?”  I  said,  “OPEN  THE  DOOR” 

343.  Two  ladies  come  in  and  they  want  to  see  the  Freiberg  Paper  Money  Book.  They  show  me  the  note  and  it 
is  the  Statue  of  Liberty  $10,000  bill  play  money,  yellow,  black,  and  white. 

344.  A  guy  comes  in  and  says,  “I  saw  your  ad  in  the  paper  so  I  brought  in  these  coins”.  He  has  Ike  dollars  and 
Kennedy  halves,  all  copper-nickel,  nothing  like  what  the  ad  called  for. 

345.  “I  came  all  the  way  from  Boca  Raton  (20  miles)  to  sell  this  Ike  dollar  for  a  friend,  what  is  it  worth?”  I  said, 
“One  dollar  and  we  sell  them  for  a  $1.10”. 

346.  A  guy  comes  in  with  a  1 886-0  Morgan  dollar,  a  cleaned  VF.  I  offered  $20  and  he  said  it  is  worth  $7000  on 
eBay.  I  said  that  is  because  it  was  certified  MS-64.  He  asks,  “What  does  that  mean?”.  He  has  no  concept  about 
coin  grading. 

347.  A  lady  comes  in  with  two  Tribute  Buffalo  gold  coins.  She  thinks  she  can  buy  them  on  TV  for  $19.95  each, 
and  sell  them  for  $1600  each. 

348.  A  guy  comes  in  with  30  no  date  buffalo  nickels.  I  offered  1 0  cents  each  and  I  said  that  they  are  uncollectible 
without  a  date.  He  says,  “Oh,  they  were  made  that  way  at  the  Mint”. 

349.  A  customer  wants  to  return  a  NGC  certified  loz  gold  buffalo  because  he  cannot  tell  if  it  is  real.  I  tried  to  ex¬ 
plain  certification  to  no  avail  so  we  gave  him  a  raw  one. 

350.  Sometimes  when  bullion  drops,  the  premium  goes  up.  I  explain  this  to  a  customer  so  he  says,  “I  will  wait 
till  bullion  goes  up  so  that  I  can  pay  a  smaller  premium”.  I  said,  Ok?”.

U.  S.  Counterfeit  and  Forged  Coins  : 
Objectives  and  Techniques  -  Part  1

All  numismatists  at  one  time  or  another 
in  their  collecting  avocation  have  had 
an  encounter  with  either  a  counterfeit 
or  a  forged  coin.  My  interest  was 
piqued  recently  when  I  received  a  win¬ 
ning  bust  half  lot  in  a  national  mail  bid 
sale  that  didn’t  quite  look  right.  After 
detailed  analysis  and  additional  consul¬ 
tation  with  knowledgeable  fellow  coin 
club  members,  we  all  arrived  at  the 
same  conclusion. 

This  coin,  which  had  been  in  circulation 
for  150  years,  was  a  counterfeit.  Any 
doubt  about  the  legitimacy  of  this  coin 
was  totally  erased 
from  my  mind  when  I 
examined  it  under  the 
coin  club’s  stereo  mi¬ 
croscope  where 
minor  surface  abra¬ 
sions  appeared  like 
craters. 

With  my  interest 
aroused  and  some¬ 
what  abashed  at  my 
superficial  knowledge 
of  counterfeits  and 
forgeries,!  proceeded 
to  do  some  research 
on  the  subject. 

With  the  use  of  Winter  Park  and  Cen¬ 
tral  Florida  Coin  Club  library  resources 
I  managed  to  obtain  some  background 
data  on  the  subject.  However,  my 
greatest  source  of  research  material 
wa  the  excellent  DATA  Resource  Cen¬ 
ter  of  the  ANA.  Availing  myself  of 
ANA’s  toll  free  number,  I  initially  re¬ 
quested  a  bibliography  of  the  ANA 
books  in  the  library  on  the  subject  of 
counterfeits.  I  reviewed  the  bibliogra¬ 
phy  and  requested  those  applicable  to 
my  research.  This  data  is  the  prime 
source  used  in  the  preparation  of  this 
article  on  the  subject  of  counterfeit  and 
forgeries. 

Before  proceeding  with  the  result  of  my 
research  on  the  subject,  it  is  essential 
to  define  the  prime  terminology  and 
techniques  of  the  processes  utilized  in 
this  unlawful  profession.  Counterfeit¬ 
ing  was  initiated  shortly  after  the  first 
coins  were  struck  by  the  Lydians  under 
Km  Croesus  around  620-600  BC  on 


lumps  of  electrum,  stamped  with  the 
King’s  seal. 

Counterfeit:  To  create  false  money  for 
private  gain  by  placing  it  immediately 
in  circulation  as  coin  of  the  realm. 

Forgery:  An  unauthorized  copy  of  a 
genuine  numismatic  item,  made  for 
sale  to  collectors  at  a  price  based  on  it 
presumed  rarity  and  value. 

Cast-Counterfeit:  A  counterfeit  coin 
produced  by  the  casting  process  rather 
than  being  struck  from  dies. 


Die-Struck  Counterfeit:  A  spurious 
coin  manufactured  in  approximately 
the  same  manner  as  its  genuine  coun¬ 
terpart  by  being  struck  from  dies. 

Electrotype:  A  copy  of  a  coin  or  medal 
made  by  an  electroplating  process. 

Electrical  Discharge  Machine(EDM): 

EDM  is  also  referred  to  as  the  spark 
erosion  method  which  produces  forger¬ 
ies  by  utilizing  electrical  discharges  to 
manufacture  the  necessary  dies  for 
creating  the  desired  surreptitious  nu¬ 
mismatic  rarity. 

Centrifugal  Casting  Process:  Cast¬ 
ing  process  utilizing  a  centrifuge  to  in¬ 
crease  the  density  and  the  surface 
equality  of  the  forged  numismatic  item. 
This  technique  is  also  called  the  lost 
wax  process  initially  designed  to  cast 
jewelry  and  dental  molds. 

Altered  Coins:  Coin  of  the  realm  that 


i  changed  in  appearance  or  engraved 
to  increase  its  intrinsic  value  or  rarity. 

A  review  of  the  literature  available  in 
the  history  of  counterfeits  and  forgeries 
will  substantiate  that  counterfeiting  ust 
be  the  second  oldest  profession.  As 
soon  as  human  beings  become  suffi¬ 
ciently  social  to  have  any  sort  of  com¬ 
mercial  interchange.  Here  was 
someone,  somewhere,  trying  to  pass 
off  an  inferior  article  as  one  of  full 
value. 

Counterfeit  Objectives 

Cast  counterfeits  have  been 
with  us  from  ancient  days. 
Through  the  years  casting  has 
probably  been  used  more  often 
to  fashion  counterfeits  than  all 
other  techniques.  Up  to  the  20th 
century  the  prime  objectives  of 
counterfeiting  had  always  been 
to  create  false  money  by  de¬ 
creasing  the  value  of  the  metal 
used  in  the  counterfeit  from 
pared  to  that  of  the  circulating 
coin  of  the  realm.  One  would 
think  that  debasing  the  metal 
content  of  counterfeits  applied 
only  to  coins  with  high  intrinsic 
value  such  as  silver  and  gold. 
This  not  the  case,  as  all  coins,  at  one 
time  or  another,  have  been  counter¬ 
feited,  irrespective  of  metal  content. 

A  recent  article  in  Coin  World  stated 
that  the  English  half  penny  was  a  prime 
target  of  counterfeiters  in  the  1700’s. 
The  use  of  brass  and  even  lead  by 
counterfeiters  instead  of  copper  was 
widespread.  Around  1750  it  was  esti¬ 
mated  that  30  percent  of  circulating 
coppers  in  the  colonies  were  counter¬ 
feited  and  that  many  counterfeit  coins 
weighed  less  than  half  the  prescribed 
weight.  It  is  utterly  amazing  that  coun¬ 
terfeiters  could  get  away  with  such  bla¬ 
tantly  unsuitable  substitutes.  But, 
either  through  public  ignorance  or  indif¬ 
ference,  the  counterfeit  coins  freely  cir¬ 
culated  with  the  coins  of  the  realm.

As  editor  of  the  newsletter  for  the  Bust 
Half  Nut  Club  (BHNC)  I  assembled 
background  data  on  the  counterfeiting 
of  Bust  halves  minted  from  1807  to 
1836.  An  excellent  data  source  of 
counterfeits  prevalent  in  the  early 
1800’s  is  Monogram  of  the  Silver  Dol¬ 
lars  Good  and  Bad,  published  by  J.  L. 
Riddell  in  1 845.  Thirty  counterfeit  Bust 
halves  were  attributed  with  approxi¬ 
mately  an  equal  ratio  between  struck 
die  and  cast  counterfeits.  In  all  cases 
the  objectives  of  the  counterfeiting  was 
to  debase  the  silver  content  of  the  Bust 
halves.  The  intrinsic  silver  value  con¬ 
tent  of  these  counterfeits  varied  from 
zero  (German  silver)  to  a  maximum  of 
20  cents. 

Apparently  the  advent  of  machine 
struck  coinage  caused  a  decline  in  cast 
counterfeits  and  an  increase  in  die 
struck  counterfeits.  The  reason  for  the 
changeover  in  counterfeiting  tech¬ 
niques  was  that  cast  counterfeits  failed 
to  reproduce  the  perfect  edges,  well 
struck  designs,  and  flat  field  fashioned 
by  machine  struck  coins. 

However  the  objectives  of  counterfeit¬ 
ing  remained  fairly  constant  up  to  the 
20th  century,  namely  to  create  false 
money  with  minimal  intrinsic  value  es¬ 
pecially  as  related  to  silver  and  gold 
coinage.  Another  cimplistic  counter¬ 
feiting  technique  employed  in  the  mid 
and  late  1800’s  was  the  altering  of 
coins  by  appling  gold  plating.  This 
technique  was  applied  to  large  cents 
and  especially  the  1883-no  cent  V- 
nickel.  The  practice  of  gold  plating  the 
1883-no  cent  V-nickel  became  so 
widespread  that  it  became  known  as 
the  “Rackateer  Nickel.” 


target  for  gold  plating,  hence  its  nickname, 
“ Racketeer  Nickel.  ” 

A  tale  has  been  related  about  a  Josh 
Tatum  and  a  jeweler  friend  of  his  who 
obtained  1 ,000  V-nickels,  to  which  they 
added  a  reeded  edge  and  gold  plating. 
Tatum  was  quite  successful  but  was  fi¬ 
nally  apprehended  for  the  crime  of- 
passing  off  the  V-nickel  as  $5.00  gold 
pieces.  IT  is  a  long  story  but  in  the  in¬ 
terest  of  expediency  the  outcome  was 
that  Tatum  was  acquited  of  any  crime. 
It  turned  out  that  he  was  a  deaf  mute. 
IT  seems  that  when  he  handed  in  the 
coin  for  a  five  cent  purchase,  Tatum 
siad  nothing  and  heard  nothing.  Just 
waited  and  usually  received  change  for 
$5.00.  He  never  requested  the  $4.95in 
change.  Since  it  is  not  a  crime  to  ac¬ 
cept  $4.95  when  it  is  offered  to  you,  the 
prosecution  did  n  ot  have  a  case  and 
Tatum  went  free. 

This  story  is  related  to  indicate  how 
easy  it  was  to  pass  counterfeit  coins 
prior  to  the  20th  century.  In  retrospect 
though,  I  got  one  in  1988from  a  major 
coin  dealer,  who  thought  it  was  a  legit¬ 
imate  coin. 

Nevertheless,  since  the  mid  to  late 
20th  century  the  objectives  of  counter¬ 
feiting  and  forgery  have  changed  radi¬ 
cally.  Counterfeiting  coins  of  the  realm 
has  been  overshadowed  by  the  forgery 
of  rare  and  high  value  numismatic 
items. 


In  the  mid  1 900’s  there  was  a  relatively 
small  number  of  collectors.  This  meant 
the  product  of  the  forgers  had  a  liited 
market  with  attendant  low  prices.  The 
past  30-40  years  has  seen  a  rapid 
growth  in  the  avocation  of  mumismat- 
ics  and  collectors  number  in  the  mil¬ 
lions.  Today  a  forger  can  make 
considerably  more  from  the  sale  of  a 
single  coin  than  a  former  counterfeiter 
could  make  in  passing  a  large  number 
of  counterfeit  coins.  However,  al¬ 
though  the  forger  and  his  techniques 
have  improved,  the  knowledge  of  the 
collector  has  also  improved,  thanks  to 
books  authentication  agnecies, 
courses  in  detection,  and  coin  clubs. 
Therefore,  the  forger  has  been  driven 
to  create  better  products  than  ever  by 
using  iproved  techniques. 

Thus  we  have  seen  that  the  objectives 
of  the  counterfeiter,  which  had  been 
constant  for  over  26  centuries,  has 
completely  disappeared  so  that  coun¬ 
terfeiting  circulating  coins  for  the  pri¬ 
mary  purpose  of  bullion  debasement  is 
not  longer  economicallywarranted. 
This  is  especially  true  since  1965  when 
we  went  to  clad  coinage  with  minimal 
intrinsic  value.  Therefore  the  goal  of 
today’s  forger  is  to  produce  high  quality 
copies  of  high  value  numismatic  rari¬ 
ties. 

The  techniques  of  counterfeiting  and 
forgery  are  addressed  in  the  following 
section  and  will  show  the  rapid  ad¬ 
vance  made  by  therse  illicit  tradesman 
in  their  goals  to  achieve  undetectable 
gorgeries  of  high  value  numismatic 
items.

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Ancients  hobby 
should  be  more 
novice-friendly 

By  Wayne  A  Munscher 

I  collected  Morgan  silver  dollars  for 
many  years.  I,  like  many  colectors, 
got  tired  of  the  same  old  thing.  I 
looked  for  something  new,  exciting 
and  interesting.  I  finally  settled  on 
ancient  Bysantine  coins. 

Collecting  ancient  coin  requires  tak¬ 
ing  an  interest  in  the  time  period, 
the  people,  their  customs  and  econ¬ 
omy  of  the  country  for  which  coins 
you  collect. 

This  is  all  said  and  good  except  for 
the  following: 

It  is  difficult  for  the  beginner  to  find 
good  books,  at  a  reasonable  price, 
adding  difficulty  for  the  beginner 
collector  to  get  started. 

Most  local  coin  shows  are  not  cov¬ 
ered  by  even  one  ancient  coin 
dealer. 

Coin  magazines  give  very  little  cov¬ 
erage  on  ancient  coins,  including 
articles  and  ads. 

Beginning  collectors  have  not  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  language  of  the 
coins  they  now  collect.  This  causes 
great  difficulty  in  identifying  coins 
not  yet  attributed. 

Very  few  coin  clubs  have  members 
who  collect  ancient  coins. 

Most  ancient  coin  clubs  are  in  or 
near  large  cities,  leaving  nothing  for 
the  rural  collector. 

Ancient  coins  of  higher  grade  are 
hard  to  find  and  are  expensive. 

There  are  no  price  lists  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  ancient  coins,  leaving 
most  beginner  collectors  in  the  dark 
on  what  is  a  fair  price  to  pay  for 
their  purchases. 

Grading  of  ancient  coins  is  much 
more  difficult  for  the  beginner.  A 
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coin  of  high  grade  with  deposits  is 
off  center,  is  overstruck  or  weak 
strike  is  not  much  of  a  coin  despite 
the  act  the  coin  has  tremendous 
detail  whre  detail  shows. 

Beginning  collectors  may  soon  lose 
interest  because  of  a  lack  of  cama¬ 
raderie.  The  need  for  someone 
else  to  share  interest,  finds,  opin¬ 
ions,  to  learn  from  others  more  ex¬ 
perienced  in  the  field  is  very 
important. 


If  collecting  ancient  coins  is  to  con¬ 
tinue  and  maybe  increase  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,  efforts  need  to  be  made  to 
help  the  beginner  collector.  One 
area  of  help  can  be  the  ancient  coin 
dealer.  Ancient  coin  dealers’  atti¬ 
tude  toward  the  novice  collector  will 
either  increase  the  number  of  col¬ 
lectors  or  reduce  collecting  to  expe¬ 
rienced  collectors.  If  this  happens, 
who  will  be  the  collectors  of  an¬ 
cients  20  years  from  now?

First  Strike?  Early  Releases?  -What  They  Really  Mean

At  the  recent  Summer  Seminar  (Session  One),  I  had  the  opportunity  to  take  Grading  Part  One,  in¬ 
structed  by  Mr.  Rod  Gillis,  Mr.  Mike  Ellis,  and  Mr.  Brian  Fanton.  Among  the  obvious  topics  of  coin  grad¬ 
ing,  we  were  also  educated  on  some  less  obvious  topics,  ranging  from  the  minting  process  to  doubling, 
to  "First  Strike'  or  "Early  Releases”  designations.  Perhaps  most  captivating  was  the  partially  hidden 
controversy  of  such  designations  and  the  real  meanings,  and  marketing  ploys  that  lie  beneath. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  near  all  readers  have  come  across  such  PCGS  and  NGC  designated  coins... 
countless  times.  However,  less  commonly  known  is  the  class  action  lawsuit  filed  against  both  PCGS 
and  NGC  in  2007  by  Florida  collector  Tom  Francisco.  At  the  time  of  the  lawsuit,  both  PCGS  and  NGC 
used  the  misleading  designation  “First  Strike”  and  for  that  reason  were  prosecuted. 

According  to  Mr.  Ellis,  “‘First  strikes’  are  a  marketing  ploy  created  in  2005  by  marketing  geniuses  at 
PCGS.  They  even  go  as  far  as  claiming  the  PCGS  ‘First  Strike’  designation  is  a  proprietary  trademark 
of  PCGS!”  Soon  after  PCGS  began  using  such  terminology,  NGC  had  followed  suit  with  their  own 
“First  Strike”  designation.  The  confusion  behind  such  phrasing  comes  in  that  by  titling  a  coin  “First 
Strike,”  many  collectors  understandably  assume  that  this  implies  that  the  coin  was  the  first  strike  from 
a  set  of  dies.  Considering  that  the  amount  of  die  sets  used  to  mint  any  given  coin  is  relatively  low  (less 
than  a  dozen  for  silver  eagles),  and  that  most  legitimate  first  strike  coins  from  a  die  set  are  mixed  with 
hundreds  or  thousands  of  other  identical  coins,  it  is  scientifically  reasonable,  and  rather  obvious,  to 
assume  that  it  is  physically  impossible  to  have  hundreds  or  thousands  of  “First  Strike”  designated 
coins  from  less  than  a  dozen  die  sets. 

Being  aware  of  the  misrepresentation  lying  within  the  “First  Strike”  designation  and  seeing  the  case 
as  one  destined  for  a  loss,  NGC  settled  for  a  grand  total  of  $650,000;  of  which  $447,500  was  awarded 
to  the  ANA  for  the  purpose  of  “consumer  education”,  $7,500  went  to  Francisco  for  his  time  and  troubles, 
and  $1 95,000  went  to  the  prosecuting  attorneys.  NGC,  under  approval  of  the  court,  went  on  to  rename 
the  designation  “Early  Releases”  for  the  same  purpose  as  the  predecessing  “First  Strike”  designation. 

Before  further  action  could  be  taken  against  PCGS,  however,  Francisco  sadly  passed  away,  effectively 
terminating  progress  on  the  lawsuit  (though  not  closing  it).  PCGS  still  actively  designates  coins  as 
“First  Strikes”  and  claim,  “First  Strike”  is  now  a  proprietary  trademark  of  PCGS.  The  United  States 
Mint  has  since  also  addressed  the  issue,  stating,  “Coin  dealers  and  grading  services  may  use  these 
terms  in  varying  ways.  Some  base  their  use  on  the  dates  appearing  on  United  States  Mint  product 
packaging  or  packing  slips,  or  on  the  dates  of  product  releases  or  ceremonial  coin  strike  events.  Con¬ 
sumers  should  carefully  review  the  information  below  along  with  each  dealer's  or  grading  service's 
definition  of  ‘first  strike’  or  ‘first  release’  when  considering  a  purchase  of  coins  with  these  designations.” 
They  go  on  to  say,  “United  States  Mint  products  are  not  individually  numbered  and  we  do  not  keep 
track  of  the  order  or  date  of  minting  of  individual  coins.  Any  dates  on  shipping  boxes  are  strictly  for 
quality  control  and  accounting  purposes  at  the  United  States  Mint,”  which  further  supports  the  fact 
that  not  only  is  it  not  possible  to  have  as  many  “First  Strikes”  as  are  made,  but  also  the  mint  does  not 
use  any  method  of  tracking  coins  that  legitimately  are  the  first  strike  of  a  set  of  dies! 

Realizing  that  “First  Strike”  and  “Early  Releases”  are  simply  marketing  ploys  used  by  third  party  grading 
services  to  create  artificial  specifications  for  a  coin  is  crucial.  Unless  you  are  a  collector  of  slabs  (and 
it  is  completely  respectable  if  you  are),  and  not  the  coins  within,  it  is  unfeasible  as  to  why  a  premium 
should  be  placed  on  such  coins.  Such  designated  coins  are  coins  no  different  from  coins  minted  later 
in  the  minting  process,  except  of  course  for  the  designation. 

That  said,  it  is  of  no  consequence  of  whether  or  not  you  purchase  such  coins,  as  it  is  important  for 
every  collector  to  pursue  whatever  their  collecting  interests  may  be,  but  it  is  vital  that  every  collector 
understand  the  meaning  of  such  designations.

On  one  final,  but  important,  note,  is  the  grade  of  proof  coins  in  the  conditions  of  70.  Such  grades  are 
fairly  commonly  seen  on  modern  proofs,  despite  how  rare  they  really  should  be.  Recognizing  that  a 
true  70  coin  is  one  that  is  quite  literally  “perfect”,  it  must  not  display  any  trace  of  any  damage  of  any 
kind.  This  damage  includes  everything  from  obvious  scratches,  down  to  hairlines  that  require  mag¬ 
nification  to  identify,  down  to  marks  from  lint.  The  problem  of  lint  in  the  minting  process  is  often  over¬ 
looked.  Tiny  pieces  of  it  floating  around  in  the  air  inevitably  end  up  between  the  planchet  and  die, 
which  results  in  a  very  small  scratch-like  incused  line,  frequently  looking  as  though  they  are  a  piece 
of  lint  on  top  of  the  coin,  when  they  really  are  the  impression  of  lint  in  the  coin  itself.  This  tiny  lint  im¬ 
pression  keeps  the  coin  from  being  a  perfect  70,  however  such  blemishes  are  often  overlooked  be¬ 
cause  the  percentage  of  coins  free  from  lint  markings  is  so  astronomically  small.  For  this  reason, 
coins  graded  70  should  nearly  always  be  assumed  to  not  necessarily  be  a  perfect  coin,  but  rather 
one  that  is  a  high  end  69. 

As  consumers  and  dealers  alike  in  the  numismatic  market,  it  is  imperative  that  all  be  aware  of  what 
they  really  are  buying.  While  many,  I’m  sure,  do  already  understand  much  of  what  goes  on,  there 
are  likely  equal  as  many  who  do  not.  Education  is  always  the  most  important  factor  in  any  market, 
and  numismatics  is  no  different. 

Considerable  credit  goes  to  Mr.  Mike  Ellis  who  has  served  as  the  primary  “consumer  educator”  (as  payed  for  in  the 
class  action  lawsuit  settlement  of  NGC)  and  from  whom  much  of  the  information  in  this  article  was  provided.
